CHEAT NEUTRAL 


“Do you have to cheat because of work?” 
ask the spunky Brits behind www.cheat- 
neutral.com. “Contact us now about group 
business offset rates.” 

Beth Stratford, Christian Hunt and Alex 
Randell created Cheat Neutral as a market- 
based solution to heartbreak. The organiza- 
tion aims to reduce the total amount of 
cheating-related emotional turmoil in the 
world by taking money from cheaters and 
investing those funds in the faithful. Guilty 
partners pay about $5 for Cheat Neutral to 
“offset” their cheating. 

The organization's tongue in cheek website 
and YouTube videos have helped publicize 
weaknesses in carbon offsetting schemes, 
Which are growing in mainstream popularity. 
Carbon offsetting or trading involves a 

third party company that invests money in 
Projects that reduce greenhouse gases, such 
as wind farms or tree planting. 

Carbon offsetting is taken very seriously by 
many sectors of society, Both the Grey Cup 
and the Oscars are using carbon offsets to 
Create carbon neutral events this year. 

The Suzuki Foundation defends carbon 
trading as a step in the right direction, and 
urges the environmentally conscious to 
investigate the companies that sell carbon 
credits. Specifically, offsetters must ensure 
that the companies they pay are not invest- 
ing in short term projects, such as trees that 
will be cut down in ten years, or projects 
that would have happened even without 
additional investment. Climate Change 
campaigner Deborah Carlson laughed when 
she saw the site, and said: “It’s healthy to 
have criticism of the carbon market because 
there is a quality difference.”

Taming My 
Monkey Mind 


A10-DAY STINT AT A 
VIPASSANA RETREAT TOOK 
ME FROM EXHAUSTION AND 
PANIC TO CALMNESS AND 
COMPASSION 





With the last fingerlings of light 
still clinging to the early spring sky 
over Sylvan Lake, I was bundled in 
a narrow bunk trying to fall asleep. 
I probably hadn't been to bed that 
early since | was 10 years old, but I 
had good reason to get some shuteye. 
At 4 a.m. the next day, a gong would 
sound and I would arise without help 
from my usual morning crutches to 
begin training in Vipassana medita- 
tion. 

Earlier that evening, I sat in a 
meditation hall with 50 or so fellow 
students to listen to a discourse by 
modern Vipassana meditation’s fore- 
most proponent, S.N. Goenka, on 
how the next 10 days would unfold 
After repeating a pledge to abstain 
from lying, stealing, killing, engag- 
ing in sexual activity, and imbibing 
intoxicants for the duration of the 
course, we entered “noble silence”— 
promising not to speak, make eye 
contact, touch, or communicate with 
one another. Seeing as the Alberta 
Vipassana Foundation was provid- 
ing me with a heated cabin, delicious 
vegetarian meals, daily instruction in 
how to meditate, and assistant teach- 
ers to keep an eye on me—all for the

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cost of however much I saw fit to do- 
nate at the end—their requirements 
didn’t seem too much. 

I'm deliberately avoiding a detailed 
explanation of Vipassana because 
I don’t want to give the impression 
that I am in any way an authority. 
A good place to start learning about 
Vipassana is at www.dhamma.org, 
which provides an introduction and 
details about its practice and benefits. 
Briefly, Vipassana is an ancient tech- 
nique taught by the Buddha more 
than 2,500 years ago as a universal 
remedy for human suffering. Goen- 
ka maintains that you don’t have to 
be a Buddhist to practice Vipassana 
and that it's compatible with any reli- 
gious tradition—or none 

Vipassana is, to some extent, about 
breaking habits, especially those 
deeply entrenched habits of the 
mind-body that cause you to react 
with craving or aversion to the se- 
ductions and setbacks the sensual 
world constantly dangles in your 
face. The course's daily schedule 
starts by breaking the patterns of 
regular life with the first meditation 
session at 4:30 a.m., followed by 
10 hours. of meditation and a video 
discourse from Goenka before lights- 
out at 9:30 p.m. 

To ease you into things, you begin 
with Anapana meditation, which 
involves observing the sensation of 
your breath passing over the area 















between your nostrils and upper lip 
You don’t need to do this very long 
to become aware of how restless and 
undisciplined your mind is—your 
“monkey mind,” squawking, flinging 
poo, and swinging from thought to 
thought no matter how hard you try 
to make it stay still. 

Being penned up with your misbe- 
having monkey mind for a number of 
consecutive days, then, takes its toll. 
At night, when | should have been 
exhausted, I would lie awake coping 
with a cataract of manic ideation. 
Once, I opened my eyes after medi- 
tation to find unbidden tears stream- 
ing down my cheeks; other times | 
would have to bury my face in my 
hands to contain an inappropriate 
burst of wild laughter. Whatever was 
going on inside me, I had no doubt 
it was profound. And gradually, I felt 
a sense of calm and well-being and 
compassion for the strangers around 
me silently undergoing their own in- 
ternal upheavals. 

The reason we'd started with Ana- 
pana meditation was to work up the 
concentration and physical aware- 
ness Vipassana demands; the prac- 
tice calls for passing your attention 
over your entire body, part by part,

and observing with equanimity 
whatever sensations you discover. In 
order that your equanimity be suit- 
ably tested, you are obliged to attend 
adhitana—“the sitting of strong de- 
termination”—three times a day. To 
quell the mind's reactive habits, you 
try to sit completely still for one full 
hour of meditation—no uncrossing 
your legs, no moving your arms, no 
opening your eyes—and observe with 
detachment the inevitable rebellion 
of your extremities 

During the first adhitan, | thought 
1 was going into cardiac arrest. The 
white-hot ache in my hips, knees, 
ankles, and feet was so intense | was 
bathed in sweat after about 20 min- 
utes. In the grip of what can only be 
described as full-on panic, | straight- 
ened my legs to relieve the torture. 
The pain subsided instantly and I felt 
like a tool. It probably took a dozen 
such sittings before I lasted the whole 
hour—a major breakthrough for the 
ol’ equanimity... until the next time 
when I gave into the shrill demands 
of my recalcitrant physique. 

The day before the course was 
to end, after a morning of medita- 
tion, noble silence was lifted and we 
were allowed to speak to our fellow 
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as

I recently sat down 
with three friends and four six-packs 
in an attempt to find the best cheap 
beer in town. The contestants: Lucky 
Lager ($6.05), Perfect 10 ($5.57),

The results were split down the 
middle. Mountain Crest garnered half 
the votes, with Bow Valley taking the 
other two. Both were drinkable, and 
may even be enjoyable on a burning 
hot summer day. The Bow Valley was 
crisp enough to make it somewhat re 
freshing, though it did taste like me- 
tallic Alberta lake water. The Moun 
tain Crest was fairly smooth, though 
it had a sickeningly sweet aftertaste 
that, as I quickly discovered, is all too 
common with cheap brews 

The Lucky Lager lost due to its 
sweet, super-yeasty aftertaste that 
overpowered its semi-enjoyable crisp-

ness. The Perfect 10—which checked 
in at 7.1 per cent alcohol—also lost, as 
it tasted like a mixture of Coca-Cola 
and vodka that had somehow mutated 
into beer. 

Purchasing Tips: While there are 
plenty of cheap beer brands to choose 
from, there aren't a lot of hard and 
fast rules to help guide a blind pur- 
chase. Try to avoid the heavily mar- 
keted brands; a company that needs 
to spend that much money convinc- 
ing you to drink their beer is probably 
not putting the same effort into the 
actual product 

You should also check for expiry 
dates, as beer, especially the cheap 
stuff, should be consumed as soon as 
possible. If you can’t find an expiry 
date, assess the store's turnover rate 
bottles and cans covered in dust that 
clearly haven't moved in months are 
not good choices. Finally, when in 
doubt, spin around three times and 
seize the closest six-pack. It can’t taste 
any worse than Perfect 10

Some other tips for buying vino 
on a slim budget: (1) Ignore the writ- 
ing on the back label. Every label will 
have you believe that this wine is 
from a spectacular vintage and pairs 
perfectly with beef, chicken, pasta, 
seafood, and cheese. (2) Avoid overly 
flashy labels. As with cheap beer, if 
all the money went into marketing, 
the wine is probably a dud. (3) Don't 
be seduced by fancy wine terms like 
selection,” and 


“reserve,” “cellar 


“vintner’s blend.” These usually don't 
mean anything special, and are just 
used to trick unsophisticated imbib- 
ers. (4) Buy young wines. Most val- 
ue-priced wines are made to be con- 
sumed within a year or two of release, 
so that 12-year-old bottle of $8 Shiraz 
hiding on the bottom shelf should be 
dumped, not drunk. 

A final word: cheap booze usually 
has more impurities and preserva- 
tives in it, making for a worse hang- 


over than usual. Enjoy.

For the band 

(1) Take a measuring tape and 
measure around your ribcage just 
under your breasts. 

(2) Add five to your measurement. 
(For instance, if your circumference 
is 31 inches, you'll take a 36 band— 
always round up.) 

Finding your cup size is trickier; 
most find this way of measuring in- 
accurate and usually end up eyeball- 
ing it. But officially, here’s how to 
find your cup size: 

(1) Measure around the widest/ 
broadest part of your chest, usually 
over or just below your nipples. 

(2) Take that measurement and 
subtract the 
The resulting figure corresponds to 
your cup size: one inch equals an A 


band measurement. 


cup, two inches a B cup, and so on 
So if your band size is 36 and your 
chest measurement is 40, then you 
are a D-cup 


Keep in Mind 

(1) The straps shouldn't fall off 
your shoulders at any point when 
you're wearing your bra 

(2) Always begin wearing a new 
bra on the third (loosest) notch. As 
the bra stretches over time, you'll 
move to the next row to make it 
tighter—never buy a bra that you 
can't go in from. 

(3) Your bra should move with you 
and not shift if you raise your arms. 

(4) You should be able to easily 
pass a finger between the band and 
your skin, ensuring it is secure but 
not too tight. 

(5) Your bra should be snug with- 
out creating extra bulges. 

But really, it's a good idea to get fit- 
ted by a professional who can mea- 
sure your true size. Dawn's Bra-tique 
(11305-104 Ave.) is highly recom- 
mended as a place to get a proper 


fitting. Upon sitting for my first free 
consultation, I was shocked to learn 
the bras I'd always worn were actu- 
ally two cup sizes too small. 

The bras from the Bra-tique are 
more expensive than those run-of- 
the-mill bras that fall apart after the 
first wash. They start at about $50 
and go up from there (way, way up), 
but this is definitely a case where 
you get what you pay for. The high- 
end bras at Dawn's, from lines like 
Passionata and Chantelle, are more 
durable because they are made from 
high-quality cottons and materials, 
and are sewn with finer stitching 
and stronger elastics than a typical 
mass-produced bra 

If you're purchasing a push-up bra, 
you will usually need to go up one 
cup size. If you choose a bra with an 
underwire, the wire should sit just 
at the lower part of your armpit and 
not dig into your flesh. Larger-chest- 
ed women should look for a bra that 
has a solid, higher centre gore (that’s 
the middle piece that joins the cups) 
rather than a flimsy one that offers 
less support. 

You can get the most bang for your 
buck by buying a bra with versatil- 
ity, one with removable or crossable 
straps, or one with room for addi- 
tional padding. There are different 
materials to consider as well—cot- 
ton breathes the best but has a ten- 
dency to lose its shape over time, 
while spandex/polyesters/microfi- 
bres don't stick to shirts and create 
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a smoother look. The style and y 
fect you're looking for is, of coury 
a very personal experience; it's reajy 
all about what feels good.

It’s been said that you never really know a city 
until you've walked across it, which makes Ed- 
monton pretty damn difficult to get to know. 
Despite its wonderful parks system connected 
by miles of river valley trails, Edmonton is too 
sprawling—and in places too ugly—to learn by 
foot. 

There are certainly portions of it, though, 
that my shoes know by heart. One of the ben- 
efits of all this pedestrian peregrinating is that 
I’ve developed a mental Rolodex of little places 
I can stop along the way for a cuppa joe and 
slice of pie, a light meal or a fortified libation. 
Very few of these, however, are Korean. 

Back when I made a lot of trips between cam- 
pus and my often squalid bachelor digs, there 
was a place called Momo just around the cor- 
ner from Campus €arl’s where you could stop 
in for a quick plate of marinated meat with rice 
or noodle soup. Sometime in the last few years, 
Momo got a paint job and some new tables and 
became Ga Ya. It remained, however, a Korean 
food outlet. 

If you’re looking for a Korean feast, you 
might want to consider the redoubtable Bulgo- 
gi House or one of the tabletop grill restau- 


rants like Korean Village or Ginseng. Ga Ya, 
like Momo before it, is more in the business 
of doling out single-serving Korean dishes that 
makes a satisfying lunch. There's nothing lav- 
ish about the food, but it’s tasty and clean and 
will get you through the afternoon. With just 
seven tables and two hard-working server/ 
cooks on duty, the style of the place is very 
much eat-and-go. 

The last time | landed myself there was 
partway through a trek from City Centre to 
Belgravia. By time I got across the High Level 
Bridge I couldn't feel my chin and thought a 
warm place to sit and huff the steam off a bowl 
of bee bim bob would fix that. The post-lunch- 
time rush found Ga Ya empty but for one table. 
Presented with a menu and a cup of green tea, 
I suddenly lost resolve on the entrée issue. 

The bee bim bob ($8.95)—a big bowl of 
steamed rice with pan-fried marinated beef, 
cooked spinach, sprouts, matchsticks of carrot 
and cucumber, black sesame seeds, and a fried 
egg that you mash all together and eat with 
spicy-sweet red sauce—was my usual selection, 
though I had dabbled in their bulgogi as well. 
It was time to try something other than bee 
bim bob. So | called out, “Yook gae jang!” (beef 
and vegetables in hot and spicy soup with rice, 
$8.95!) when the server came back to take my 
order. 

She returned shortly thereafter with a lovely 
pottery bowl full of soup with a side of steamed 
rice, as well as small dishes of bean sprout salad 
and kimchi. The soup was certainly piping hot

and appeared quite spicy, if the copious orange 
beads of chili oil on its surface were anything 
to go by. Beneath the surface was a slurry of 
green onion, tender beef brisket, clear noodles, 
sprouts, chili powder, and black pepper steep- 
ing in beef broth, into which a beaten egg had 
been stirred shortly before serving so that it 
was teeming with fluffy egg blossoms. Spoon 
a few heaps of rice in there and, baby, you got 
some rib-sticking, nose-wiping, brow-mopping 
hearty fare. The heat built slowly and cumula- 
tively, allowing me to taste everything in the 
soup first, then tingled on my lips all the way 
home. 

I love the fact that Korean restaurants pro- 
vide kimchi and bean sprout salad (kong nam- 
ul) alongside every meal, and while I’m con- 
tent to let someone else make the kimchi, I’ve 
experimented with homemade bean sprout 
salad with some measure of success. All you 
need is: 

500g fresh bean sprouts (two of those cel- 














lophane packages) 

1 tablespoon pure sesame oil 

1 tablespoon vegetable oil 

1 tablespoon sesame seeds (toasted inad 
frying pan on the stove) 

1 teaspoon honey 

3 tablespoons light soy sauce (more to tag, 

1 clove garlic (crushed) 

2 green onions (very finely chopped) 

dash of cayenne, hot sauce or chili paste) 
taste) 

black pepper to taste 

First you boil a big pot of water. Dump in 
the sprouts and cook for one minute. Drain} 
sprouts well and run cold water over them 
stop them cooking. Next, whisk together 
the other ingredients. Toss the sprouts 
the dressing and refrigerate for an hour or 
before serving. As Koreans have shown, be 
sprout salad goes well with pretty much eve 
thing.

No kidding. As far as house DJs are con- 
cerned—heck, just DJs period —Farina is truly 
among the best in the business. Farina's repu- 
tation hardly comes as news to Blair McFar- 





lane, Halo co-owner and, as DJ Junior Brown, 
Farina’s Opening act Thursday night. When 
McFarlane and his partners opened the club in 
2001, theefirst act he wanted to book was. the 
man who inspired him to take up DJing seri- 
ously in the first place: Farina. Unfortunately, 
as good as Farina is, his steep asking price, his 
busy schedule, and the financial prospects of 
booking Farina in a club with a capacity of only 
150 never quite jibed 

That didn’t stop McFarlane from eventually 
booking Farina into a much larger club in West 
€dmonton Mall. It was a solid gig, as both DJs 
recall, though they both concede that the up 
close and personal Halo show is more tanta- 


lizing. 
“They've tried to.book me at Halo a couple 
times over the past twozor three years,” Farina 








says. “Intimate shows are really special and-you 
do get more of a party atmosphere—and house 
music is really conducive to small, cozy spaces 
For me, it’s just a different feel when you can 





see everyone in the whole venue. There can be 


sort of an exclusive feel to it.” 

McFarlane concurs. “Usually you'll only see 
Mark Farina spinning at clubs that hold 500 to 
1,000 people,” he says. 

Over the years, almost strategically, Halo 
has welcomed a string of Farina's DJ buddies.to 
its turntables. With kudos for the club coming

no way Farina could stay away.

You get the feeling it will reveal 
new meanings to you every time you 
watch it—and that’s enough to excuse 
its more cryptic moments. 

Cate Blanchett has received most 
of the critical praise among the 
cast, but to be honest, 1 found her 
segments the least interesting ones 
in the film—I didn’t find her Dylan 
impression to be all that uncanny, 
and since I’ve seen Don't Look Back, 
these scenes didn’t seem to be taking 
the imaginative leaps that the rest of 
the film was.

maligned Richard Gere segments, 
which are set in a.decaying, Felli- 
niesque frontier town named Riddle, 
which we're told celebrates Hallow- 
een every day of the year.

Carter 
Chambers is a trivia-nut mechanic 
who gave up his dream to be a his 
tory professor back in the day when 
he had to provide for his growing 
family.

When the two share a hospital 


room, they discover that there's 











more in life they want to do before 
they kick the bucket. Carter makes a 
list, which Ed quickly swipes, insist- 
ing they tick the items off together 
(with some amendments) 

So off they go, much to the cha- 
grin of Carter's confused wife, to 
climb the pyramids in Egypt, dine 
in the south of France, race fancy 
cars, go on an African safari, climb 
Mount Everest. Gee, it's handy that 
one of them is a gajillionaire, huh? 

It is refreshing to see Nicholson in 
a vulnerable role. He's not vulnerable 
as a tycoon, but as a cancer patient. 
We see Nicholson more often as a 
smirking, power-hungry manipula- 
tor, or a middle-aged Lothario at the 
most. It's not often we see a bloated 
Nicholson puking his guts out in a 
hospital gown. In some ways, this 
is some of Nicholson's most fearless 
work. €d is proud, manipulative, and 
hates having his frailty handed to 
him on an IV pole. And he's hum 
bled by Carter's shameless sincerity 
and full family life, both things he 
lacks. 

Freeman takes fewer chances in 
this movie, but he’s always watch- 
able. Ultimately, he teaches Ed that 
money can't buy happiness, and it 
definitely can’t buy peace of mind 
when your life is on the line.

What the Hell Was That About? 


reveals less about its subject than 
Lynch. Now, the film’s creators 
would probably just say that, as is 
the case with the films of Mr. Lynch 
himself, one has to do a little work to 
make sense of this thing. You've got 
to peer around corners, squint into 
the dark, ponder, muse, open your- 
self to a different way of experienc- 
ing cinema... 

Well, I did all that—and nope, 
nothin’. 


Shot on lots of over- and under 
exposed digital video, Lynch fol 
lows its titular subject around as he 
scouts locations, holds meetings, 
and shoots footage for his 2006 film 
Inland Empire. We've got creepy old 
factories, empty warehouses, a bleak 
stretch of L.A.’s Sunset Strip... it's 
all very Lynchian. Unfortunately, 
ripping off the man's style proves 
not to be the best way to tell a story 
about him 

I didn’t walk away from this film 
learning anything I didn't already 
know about David Lynch. If you're 
totally unacquainted with the direc- 
tor, though, here’s what you might 
learn: he swears quite a bit when he's 
stressed out on set. He used to live 
in Philadelphia. He's really big on 
transcendental meditation. He likes 
actress Laura Dern 

And that's about it. We get brief 
glimpses of his creative method, but 
nothing too revealing. (He's really 
big on “atmosphere” in his movies 
No kidding. ) 

The filmmakers obviously wor- 
ship their subject. Unfortunately, 
they seem to have no discrimination 
about what is and isn't interesting 
about him—so we get such scintillat- 
ing scenes as the one in which David 
Lynch tests some microphones, or 


the one where he looks through doz- 
ens of photographs to choose a loca- 
tion to shoot part of a movie, or the

Besides subjecting us to the frank 
ly boring minutiae of moviemaking, 
the film is shot in a dreamy, surreal- 
ist style that does its best to alienate 
viewers even further. Interviews are 
shot from 10 feet away, underex- 
posed and out of focus, for no appar- 
ent reason. Random colour filters 
are applied. Every so often a silent 
black-and-white shot taken from a 
moving train crops up. There doesn't 
seem to be any purpose to these arty 
affectations—and they certainly pale 
in comparison to Lynch's own work, 
which they so obviously aspire to 
emulate 

The film's best moments are the 
ones in which Lynch himself is just 
allowed to talk, uninterrupted. For 
all the non-sequential, nonsensi- 
cal Moebius-strip inversions and 
weird plot twists he crams into his 
movies (if they can even be said to 
have “plots”), Lynch is a first-rate 
storyteller. Listen to him talk about 
walking around a dangerous Phila- 
deiphia neighbourhood with a modi- 
fied walking stick. (It had nails stuck 


through it, the better to beat off po 
tential assailants.) Or another story 
about trying to explode some rotting, 
bloated roadkill with a pickaxe. He's 
a captivating speaker, unspooling his 
oddball, entertaining yarns in that 
nasally midwestern drone of his. I’d 
like to have heard a lot more of him

en you think of TV in the 1980s, 
you're old enough to remember, 
ou probably don’t think of the pro- 
gramming in that era as culturally 
levant.

But TV in the 1980s did look dif-

t Daniel Barrow fondly recalls the

lublic access cable channel which, 
Part of its broadcasting mandate, 
lowed anyone with an idea to come 
produce their own program- 
ing

but most people didn’t. Most people 
showed up with guests or whoever, 
quickly rearranged the sets and just 
went for it, and this was the general 
spirit of public access television. 
Most of it was pretty improvised.” 

With the advent of 1990s-style 
media consolidation, larger cable 
companies gobbled up smaller ones 
and the free-for-all taking place on 
Videon's Channel 11 in Winnipeg 
came to an end. What's more, Bar- 
row says, Videon’s archive of locally 
produced content was destroyed by 
its new owners. A few years back, 
while serving as distribution co- 
ordinator at Winnipeg's artist-run 
Videopool co-op, Barrow decided to 
save that era of Winnipeg's cultural 
splendour from oblivion. 

“T started to think about ways 
to retrieve it and it occurred to me 
that the only way this would happen 
would be to approach all the original 
producers of all those shows and ask 
them if they had kept VHS copies of 
their own programs. In most cases 
they had, which was great. I just 
became more and more interested 
in the material and started to think 
about putting together a local screen- 
ing of the material. So I did that and 
it was hugely successful and I really 
had the suspicion that this work had 


an appeal that extended beyond local 
boundaries.” 

Taking his collection of excerpts 
from Winnipeg's public access glory 
days on the road confirmed Barrow’s 
intuitions about the universality of 
its appeal, so he worked up a touring 
compendium of Channel 11's great- 
est moments with annotation based 
on his own research. Barrow brings 
the resulting presentation, Winnipeg 
Babysitter, to Metro Cinema for a 
one-night-only | Wednesday-night 
performance. 

While the show has been whittled 
down from hours of footage he se- 
cured from its creators, Barrow says 
Winnipeg Babysitter is really curated 
from his childhood memories. “As 
a kid 1 watched a lot of television— 
like, more than most kids today, 
even—and in a few cases my imagi- 
nation was really shaped by certain 
public access programs, principally 
The Pollock & Pollock Gossip Show, 
which at the time | started the proj- 
ect was really the centrepiece.” 

Hosted by “Rockin” Ron Pollock 
and his bodacious sister “Nifty” Nat- 
alie, the program started in 1985 as 
a forum for civic politics. “Gradually 
it moved into this crazy free-spirited 
gossip program where they would 
invite anyone to come on the show 


and gossip about their own lives,” 
Barrow says. “And when that in- 
evitably became boring, they would 
throw on a Eurythmics album and 
pass out tinsel wigs and start danc- 
ing—but, like, crazy dancing. They 
had a real knack for finding unusual 
people to bring on their show. Every- 
one in Winnipeg was watching it.” 

Other highlights from Winnipeg's 
public access past include The Glen 
Meadmore Show, in which the host 
would sit silently and pick his zits 
for the program's half-hour dura- 
tion. Prior to their respective ca- 
reers as arthouse darling and South 
Park writer, Guy Maddin and Kyle 
McCullough took part in Survival, 
a mock reality show where masked 
paramilitary survivalists discussed 
their plans for outlasting the im- 
pending collapse of society. Various 
savants, including many seniors, 
took to the airwaves to share their 
eccentric expertise in math, heavy 
metal, cooking, crafts and cat-fancy. 
Barrow says these ad hoc TV stars 
were pleased to have their work res- 
urrected. 

“Every single person [I contacted] 
was very keen and really into the 
project and really happy that some- 
one remembered and had taken an 
interest again. Some people still 


wanted their show back. Some peo- 
ple expressed reluctance, but never 
enough to hold back footage.” 

In addition to the 90-minute com- 
pilation of excerpts spanning 19 
programs, Barrow provides live an- 
notation via his perennial canvas, 
the overhead projector. “One of the 
things ! wanted to maintain in Win- 
nipeg Babysitter was the formalism 
of the ’80s, so I didn’t want to inter- 
pose video text using contemporary 
video editing systems. | had this idea 
to use the overheads like a layer of 
vellum in a museum transposed 
on the video image intermittently, 
that would act like a pop-up screen 
to explain the history of the show, 
who the producers of the show were, 
what the aims of the show were, like 
that.” 

As to why Winnipeg in the '80s 
was such a hotbed of untutored 
avant-garde broadcasting, Barrow is 
hard-pressed to provide an explana- 
tion. “I'm only really familiar with 
Winnipeg's public access history,” 
he says, “but I've shown it in many 
other cities and, yeah, I guess my 
conclusion is that it's a pretty unique 
and interesting and particular his- 
tory, because audiences are kind of 
crazy about it wherever I show it.” _

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When The Mighty Carlins premieres 
tonight (Thursday) at Workshop 
West, something miraculous will 
hopefully take place: no longer will 
it be known as “that award-winning 
play that no one thought would AO 
get produced.” Of course, maybe 
people will start calling it “that un- 
relenting two-hour wallow in misog- 
yny,” or “that horribly misfired black 
comedy,” or “the reason nobody ever 
sets plays in Millwoods.” But at this 
point, that would probably be okay 
with playwright Collin Doyle. After 





six long years, thanks to Workshop 
West artistic director Michael Clark, 
a major theatre company is finally 
taking a chance on it, and at last au- 
diences are paying to see it. 

And unless I completely miss my 
guess, | don’t think their reaction is 
going to be negative. Sure, the play 
contains a lot of politically incor- 
rect male energy: it's the story of the 
three Carlin men—father-Leo (John 
Wright) and sons Mike and Davey 
(Fred Zbryski and James Hamil- 
ton)—as they gather for their annual 
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ritual of sharing memories of {| 
ate mother while drinking they 
selves into oblivion. And sure, Leo 
ehaviour towards his sons—habity 


ally referring to overweight Mik: 
“Manychins,” for instance—is uncon 
scionable. And sure, the plot tal 
reathtaking plunge in its secon 
act from raucous comedy into som, 





pretty dark emotionally territory 
challenging material 

But I’ve seen this script performed 
twice now ina workshop setting, and 
both times it’s scored a knockoy 
punch with everyone in the room 
For a play that’s never actually been 
staged, I’ve written a lot about The 
Mighty Carlins over the years, and 
I've become a terrible bore on the 
subject. But it’s always seemed outra 
geous to me that in a city that prides 
itself on its lively theatre scene, it' 
taken this long for a play this fresh 
funny, and original—a play that won 
the prestigious Alberta Playwriting 
Competition, and which comes with 
absolutely minimal staging require 
ments as well—to get produced 

Doyle is a lot more philosophi 
cal about the situation than I am. In 
the time since he wrote Carlins, hes 
carved out a reputation for himself 
both on his own and as part of the 
local indie theatre company the Bed 
lam Theatre Concern. He's worked 
as a writer and a performer on two 
Fringe hits: Dear Penthouse and the 
Sterling Award-winning Nighthawk 
Rules. And he’s even managed to win 
the Alberta Playwriting Competition 
a second time, with a script called 
Slumberland Motel. That one hasnt 
been produced yet either; hopefully 
history won't repeat itself.

SEE Magazine: Take me back to the 
early days of conceiving this script 
Do you even remember anymor 
what was in your mind when yo! 
started writing it? 

Collin Doyle: | started it in Jan 
ary/February of 2002. I was in Cal 
gary doing Mary's Wedding with 
ATP, and I guess being around thal 
writing made me want to start It I 
was trying for the first time to be# 
playwright, and I was trying to wrt 
something that would be produced 
[A loud laugh.] I'd been seeing pla)s 
like The Beauty Queen of Leena 
Respectable, and True West, and was 
really influenced by them. I was 
where as a writer; I'd done a coup! 
of small plays that had been read ® 
NextFest and that was about it. 

SEE: Are you at all surprised th 
it's taken this long to get it done?! 
seems like such a lively, accessible 
satisfying, eminently producibl 
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show-what was the problem? 
Michael Clark: Well, 1 don't know 
about “accessible.” It's pretty chal- 
ing subject matter. 
cS think it turns some 
people off, just reading the script. 
When you read the word “Pakis” on 
the second page, and there's “fuck” 
and “shit” everywhere and these 
guys saying all these bad things about 
women, it turns people off. It’s like, 
“Qh, we can't offend the little-old- 
lady audience.” I think there's more 
to the play than just swearwords, but 
it's a struggle to get people to see that. 
| think theatre's supposed to be risky, 
but a whole lot of the time it isn’t. 
MC: I'm not convinced the swear- 
ing is the problem. It just takes peo- 
ple on a really dark journey—much 


darker than they might be prepared 
for. It's very funny, but very dark. 
SEE: Now, Michael, what had you 
heard about the play when you read 
‘it? Were you hearing the positive 
buzz or the negative buzz? 

MC: I heard about it when I was 
living in Whitehorse. I'd read your 
article in Vue Weekly about the best 
unproduced plays in €dmonton, 
and Jeff Page had also written an 
article mentioning it in the Alberta 
Playwrights Network newsletter. So 
when I got the job at Workshop West, 
it was one of the plays I wanted to 
tead first. And I spent an hour walk- 
ing around reading it, just wincing at 
it but with a silly grin on my face. You 
ould call it “a play about alcoholism 
and its effects on the family,” which 
is what it is—but that doesn't describe 
play. It’s Funny, which allows it to 
g0 way deeper than, say, something 
ommissioned by AADAC. 

SEE: Well, along with Nighthawk 
Rules, this is the second play you've 
had a hand in writing about men get- 
ing together for a drinking binge. 
And you get the feeling that these 
binges aren't isolated incidents for 
hese characters—they’re a regu- 
Br ritual in their lives. Where does 


You've experienced yourself? 
CD: Yeah, it comes from my child- 
hood. | grew up around alcoholism, 


brother “Manychins.” And the play 
began with me wondering, “What if 
my mom hadn't been around to raise 
me?” When | first started writing it, 
the mother really was the saint of the 
family—but then I had the thought, 
“What if the mom was just as bad 
as the dad? In fact, what if she were 
worse?” So for me, the play is about 
being around alcoholism, but at the 
same time, I mean, my family sur- 
vived it. In a way, the play seems a 
little dated to me; I’ve resolved all 
these issues. 

SEE: The Millwoods setting is also 
really important to the flavour of the 
play. And that’s where you grew up, 
right? 

CD: Yeah. It's the suburb that 
even in Edmonton we don't know 


anything about. No one is writing 
about Millwoods. All people know is 
that there's drive-by shootings every 
so often. But if you've ever been to 
Millwoods, it's just a boring place. 
Walk around and there's nothing but 
strip malls, schools, and tiny trees. It 
has this reputation for being really 
violent, but it’s huge. It’s a communi- 
ty of 90,000 people. You hear about 
a drive-by shooting in Millwoods— 
well, what part of Millwoods? It's 
essentially the third largest city in 
Alberta, and there's only one police 
station there. Of course, things hap- 
pen: I was jogging one night, and two 
cops ran out of an alley with an at- 
tack dog and picked me up for armed 
robbery. Another time, I was hous- 
esitting for my brother up there and 
I was thinking, “You know, this is ac- 
tually a nice, safe neighbourhood to 
live in,” and then | walked across the 
street to the 7/11 and the door was 
locked—the clerk was on the other 
side going, “We just got robbed!” 

SEE: Did you ever start feeling em- 
bittered over how long it was taking 
to convince anybody to mount this 
play? 

CD: Maybe not embittered, But | 
think that if I hadn’t had my success 
at the Fringe with Dear Penthouse 
and Nighthawk Rules, | wouldn't 
trust my writing in Carlins—that 
I'd have started to think people just 
don't want to see my stuff. With this 
play, after the workshop in 2004 
and the rejections from everyone 
everywhere, I kind of gave up on it. 
Michael said he wanted to do it—and 
then he said the company might not 


have the money! I couldn't allow my- 


self to get too excited, I’ve been dis- 
tanced from it for so long. Only now, 
seeing it on its feet with the blocking 
happening, out of the workshop set- 
ting, am I getting excited by it again, 
1 mean, it’s not a boring play! 

SEE: Michael, did Collin seem de- 
moralized to you when you talked to 
him? 

MC: Well, I think most of our con- 
versations were by e-mail, so it was 
hard to tell. But he didn’t know my 
work, so it was a big act of faith on 
his part to trust me with his play at 
all. 

CD: My favourite comment from 
Michael was him telling me I’d 
spelled “Pakis” wrong. [Laughter.] 

MC: Carlins was a play that was 
legendary for not being produced.

And yet I have to say, it's a play that 
asks for very little from a producing 
company, technically speaking—all it 
asks for is your bravery, your belief 
in it. But I'm the AD of a company 
that produces new plays, and I'm 
looking for the new plays that are 
the most ready to go. I’m not really 
trying to define a “house style”; it’s 
more like gardening, and picking the 
ripest fruit. I like to pick plays that 
force people to decide what they real- 
ly think of the issues they raise. And 
again, it’s just so fucking funny—and 
there are not a lot of comedies being 
written in Canadian theatre these 
days. Or at least shows that use com- 
edy to get into deeper, more sensitive 
issues that you can with earnest ex- 
ploration. You can get audiences to 
laugh their way into “Oh my God!” 

CD: I'll tell you this: one thing [ 
can't stand is plays where people are 
smart—plays where people are smart 
and witty and they make the audi- 
ence feel smart because they know 
some math or whatever. You know 
what I mean? You know the people 
I write about worry about paying the 
rent or making the mortgage or hate 
their job. Usually on TV or in the- 
atre, everyone has a good job and a 
good life and the story is more about 
their quirkiness or their midlife cri- 
sis. The Carlins aren't likable people. 
I mean, Leo is a guy who will literally 
fucking bite you. But I hope people 
will care about them anyway because 
they're funny and because you do see 
glimpses of... = 

MC: Of their humanity.

A Mighty

“If this play were a child,” says Mighty Carlins playwright Collin 
Doyle, “it'd be in Grade One by now.” 

He's not exaggerating: here's a timeline of the long path The 
Mighty Carlins travelled before this week's world premiere at Work- 
shop West 


JANUARY/FEBRUARY 2002 

Collin Doyle begins writing The Mighty Carlins in Calgary while 
acting in Alberta Theatre Projects’ production of Stephen Massi- 
cotte's Mary's Wedding 


DECEMBER 2002 
Doyle finishes his first draft. Mary's Wedding, meanwhile, is well 
on its way to becoming a Canadian theatrical sensation. 


MARCH 2003 
The Mighty Carlins gets its first workshop at the University of 
Alberta's M.F.A. program, with Michael Cowie directing. 


SEPTEMBER 2003 
The play places second in the Alberta Playwrights Network's 
“Write to Win” competition. 


FEBRUARY 2004 

As a result, a seven-page excerpt from the play is read at Calgary’s 
Auburn Saloon. Actor John Wright encounters the play for the first 
time and asks Doyle to send him the rest of the script. He remains 
a key supporter of the play for the next four years. 


MAY 2004 
Carlins wins first prize in the “Discovery” category of the Alberta 
Playwriting Competition. 


SEPTEMBER 2004 

The play is workshopped and receives an explosively successful 
staged reading in Calgary as part of Playworks Ink. Jim DeFelice 
directs; John Wright, Jeff Page, and James Hamilton make up the 
cast. 


SEPTEMBER 2004-DECEMBER 2005 
Doyle sends copies of the script to theatre companies across Can- 
ada. It is rejected by every single one of them. 


MAY 2006 

The play is workshopped yet again for a staged reading in Work- 
shop West's “Springboards” series, directed by then-Workshop West 
AD Ron Jenkins. Charlie Tomlinson, Chris Craddock, and Nathan 
Cuckow star. 


MARCH 2007 
Jenkins’ successor Michael Clark contacts Doyle about adding 
The Mighty Carlins to Workshop West's 2007/2008 season. ’ 


JANUARY 2008  -

‘THE GEOGRAPHY OF HOPE: A TOUR OF THE WORLD 
WE NEED 
By Chris Tuer. Random House. 469 pp. $34.95 





The. Geography of Hope opens with 
its author, Chris Turner, standing on 
Calgary's Scotsman’s Hill, overlook- 
ing the city below, from downtown 
to the distant ‘burbs. The view, he 
writes, is “a marvel of engineering 
genius and financial might... that 
equates in the minds of most of the 
world’s people with progress, pros- 
perity, hope and ambition.” Indeed 
it is, and he could just as easily be 
talking about downtown Edmonton, 
viewed from the south bank of the 
North Saskatchewan, the skyline 
stretching for miles east and west. 

But it's easy to feel a little gloomy 
about the view. After all, these cities 
are testaments to a rapacious, un- 
sustainable oil economy, and besides 
that, they’re sprawling, suburban- 
ized energy hogs. Right? 

Well, sure. But if we skip to the 
end of the book (spoiler!) we come 
back to Scotman’s Hill, where Turn- 
er imagines a different scene before 
him. He writes: “I'll see an LRT train 
whooshing by before long, speeding 
around a system fed exclusively by 
wind farms south of the city. [I see] 
that the Saddledome’s bowed roof 
rises into a southwest-facing con- 
crete embankment that cries out for 


retiling in [solar] panels. The north 
rim of the arena is hemmed in by 
a wide apron of multitiered park- 
ing lot, and through the most opti- 
mistic lens it's possible to imagine it 
replaced with... a vibrant downtown 
neighbourhood to weave the Dome 
more tightly into the city’s fabric.” 

“None of this is as beyond redemp- 
tion as we think it is,” says Turner 
from his home in Calgary. “That's 
why I ended with a shift in my per- 
spective. I had initially thought, 
“What can we build on new ground?’ 
and by the end it was, ‘How can we 
take what we've done and rethink 
how it works?” 

The change in thinking didn’t hap- 
pen overnight. Turner spent a year 
researching and traveling the world 
to find people who were doing ex- 
actly that. 

His first stop was the Danish is- 
land of Samso, where 10 years ago, 
92 per cent of the island's electric- 
ity was produced by fossil fuels. To- 
day, it's almost entirely powered by 
wind energy. Besides the means of 
producing the juice, though, little 
else has changed on the island, and 
life goes on as before—except better, 
because the transition to a green en- 
ergy infrastructure transformed the 
island's down-at-heel economy into 
a thriving little alt-energy mecca. 

But there's a caveat here for the 
The 
transition to green power was largely 
accomplished without the aid of the 


environmental movement. 


activist community. In fact, the proj- 
ect’s leaders intentionally distanced 
themselves from local environmen- 


talists, those with, as Turner writes, 
“long-established reputations as 
impractical local radicals.” Instead, 
the project was pitched to farmers, 
business people, and other trusted 
community members. First and 
foremost, it was pitched as an eco- 
nomic opportunity—and never by 
appealing to fear of environmental 
armageddon. 


Climate Porn? 

“I don’t think cataloguing all the 
things we've lost or stand to lose 
does anything but make [people] ter- 
rified and paralyzed,” says Turner. “I 
ran into this constantly, people say- 
ing ‘I’m really worried about this but 
I don’t feel there’s anything I can do.’ 
And that right there is an enormous 
failure of the activist community.” 

Turner excoriates the “fetishistic” 
attention to the specifics of impend- 
ing climate apocalypse, citing a Brit- 
ish think tank that called such fear- 
mongering “climate porn.” 

“T think that images of polar bears 
falling through ice and lower Man- 
hattan flooding are much better 
known than the houses that produce 
more energy then they consume, or 
eco-villages with tiny little ecological 
footprints where people are thriv- 
ing,” Turner says. “I think people 
don’t see much beyond the disaster, 
they don’t feel like there’s a vision 
of the future. The entire time I was 
writing the book, I thought I would 
pick up the New York Times one day 
and surely there would be the story 
of these islands in Denmark that 
have eliminated fossil fuels.”

Needless to say, that didn’t hap- 
pen, which makes the book all the 
more revelatory a read for someone 
used to thinking in worst-case sce- 
narios. From Denmark, Turner vis- 
its rural Thailand, urban Germany, 
India, and the American desert, and 
enumerates a staggering variety of 
green technologies—from almost ab- 
surdly energy-efficient homes in Ar- 
izona (which generate all their own 
power, water, heating, and cooling), 
to thin-film solar panels that could 
potentially make every home its own 
little power plant. 


Big Decision = Big Money 

“I was aware as I was writing that 
some of these things may not get 
off the drawing board,” Turner says. 
“The idea wasn't to write, ‘These 
are the 10 technologies or policy 
measures that will change the world,’ 
but that another world is eminently 
possible... let’s stop talking about 
how terrifying and intractable the 
situation is, and how much it's going 
to cost. Let's talk about the world to 
win.” 

The question of cash, of course, 
rears its head, and Turner makes a 



































compelling case that private inves 
tors are itching to throw money y 
renewable energy—if environme, 
talists approach them as busines 
partners, not hectoring lobbyig, 
“Those people... want to know hoy 
they can make a shitload of mona 
off of it, and until the whole capita. 
ist order collapses in on itself, thar, 
how big decisions will be made.” 
It’s important to note that Turne 
isn’t an advocate of “free marky

SPOILER ALERT! The Amaze-O- 
Nauts die. 

Actually, that's not much of a 
spoiler. It is, in fact, central to the 
premise of The Bedlam Theatre 
Concern's amiable but not quite 
giddy three-hander The Amaze-O- 
Nauts Must Die! For the demise of 
the titular superhero squad (who 
never actually appear onstage) five 
minutes into the show precipitates 
a crisis in the life of one Gideon 
Baron (Matthew Kloster), the evil 
genius who has dedicated himself 
to destroying that particular tearn of 
pesky do-gooders. 


With his raison d’étre abruptly 
snuffed, Baron founders in piles of 
bills from weapons of caped-cru 
sader destruction he'll never get to 
use and the declining affections of 
his villainous spouse, the Baroness 
(Catherine Walsh), who finds her- 
self drawn to the unhampered po- 
tency of the world-conquering Dr. 
Scientist (Ryan Hughes, in one of 
several roles he and his pomade es- 
say throughout the night). 

Frankly, I was a little worried when 
the production, co-written by Walsh 
and director James Hamilton, kicked 
off with a ramshackle (and hard to 
hear) video projection about the 
Amaze-O-Nauts, then gave way to 
Kloster—whose pancake make-up, 
ponytail, and white tunic make him 
look like some kind of black metal 
dentist—mugging through a pro- 
longed speech to an imaginary as- 
sembly of archviilains before he fi- 
nally gets the news of his life-ruining 
triumph over good. Nerdy riffing on 
the superhero mythos for an hour- 
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plus is not the kind of entertainment 
I generally relish, not that the title 
led me to expect much else. 

But Amaze-O-Nauts does find 
its footing and establish its shaggy 
charm... eventually. The performers 
make the most of a script that con- 
stantly veers between being witty 
and silly, they keep their energy up 
through the show's less-than-air- 
tight pacing, and Kloster and Walsh 
are aptly comic while managing to 
touch on something human in their 
characters, their respective black 
lipliner and porridge-thick Eastern 
Bloc accents notwithstanding. 

Inevitably silliness wins the day, 
but it’s strangely poignant to watch 
Baron calling his departed nemeses’ 


rescue hotline over and over again, 


just to listen to the recorded mes- 
sage. Hughes is relegated to the role 
of flunky for the first part of the 
show, which could use more of the 
comic flair he displays in the second 
half as the flamboyant Dr. Scientist 
and, briefly, as a skeezy landlord. 


Amaze-O-Nauts at times feels so 
loose that you think it might rattle it- 
self to pieces, but on the other hand, 
the self-consciously shoestring, jer- 
ry-rigged quality of the production 
is manifest from the very beginning 
and even kind of enjoyable. If any- 
thing, this deliberate/budget-man- 
dated cheesiness might have been 
put to even better use—for instance, 
to frame flashback sequences so that 
it doesn’t take the audience half the 
scene to figure out they're watching 
a flashback sequence. I'm just spit- 
balling here. 

Amaze-O-Nauts isn't going to 
change the way you think about 
theatre (what a surprise if it did, 
eh?) or even how you think about 
superhero-themed comedy, but it's 
a nice showcase for some talented 
local creative-types and sort of 
a Saturday Night Live sketch in 
reverse—it gets better the longer it 
milks its premise.
